Specification 



1. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet that is in narrative form and generally limited to a 
single paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to ^50 words. It is important that the 
abstract not exceed f 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer 
tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, 
such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure 
sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text 
for details. The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in 
the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 



2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. In claim 1, the entire recitation is vague and indefinite because is does not positively set 
the meet and bounds of the patent protection desired, since the claim does not show any structure 
as to how the device is constructed. Further, the claim is narrative in form and replete with

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indefinite and functional or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the 
device must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in 
such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim must be in one sentence form 
only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S. C §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated as understood by Greene 
(US 1,451,095). Greene discloses a protective garment made of one piece flexible textile fabric 
that extends from the chest to the feet (col. 2, line 1; figures 1-2) which is secured to the body by 
adjustable fasteners 8, 9, 11, 12 (figures 3-4). 

5. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecuting procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. 
Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute 
the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon skillful preparation and 
prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or agent.
